Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 



1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: Independent claims 1 and 19 teach a portable device for curing nail gel on human 
hands and feet. The physical structure, having three horizontal openings with three UV lamps 
arranged as claimed, neither is taught nor reasonably suggested in the prior art. Claims 2-18 and 
20 are allowed due to their proper dependence upon and further limiting of their respective 
independent claims.
